The Second, which in- 
deed was a Theme, worthy . of that Blind 
Prophet's Lays, reach'd not the Spirit of o 
great an action, notwithſtanding the Advag- 
tage of Standards, and the Nobleſt Captives 
to Grace it. The laſt, in my humble Opinion. 
is a Subject far ſhort of the real Pignity aad 
Heights of that Verſe. The Author has co 
much Judgment, not to. diſtinguiſh between 
the eaſineſs of Inſere nunc Malilue, &c. amd 
the warm ſound of Arma V iramq; cand. How- 
ever, we grant it has ſucceeded better in his 
hand then it would in another's; but then it's 
under the Protection of ſuch a Libertine Verſe .
